East Milton, Mass., Aug. 
The home of Lewis McHardy, one of 
the members of the jury which in 1921 
convicted Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo 
Vanzetti of murder, was a shattered 
wreck tonight as the result of an ex- 
piosion early today caused, police be- 
lieve, by a bomb. 

Five members of the family, Mr 
Mrs. McHardy and their three adult 
children, Theodore, John and Helen, 
were in the house.. They were blown 
from their beds, shaken and bruised, 
but without serious injury. The front

AE SET BY NAVY FLIER 


Lieuts. Connell and Rodd 
Smash Distance and Endur- 
ance Marks of German. 


MAKE NEW SPEED FIGURE 


San Diego, Calif., 
Two world .flight records for distance 
and duration, held by Fritz Loose, Ger- 
man aviator, were smashed, one world’s 
speed record for 2,000 kilometers was 
established, today by Lieuts. » Byron 
Connell and Herbert C. Rodd, Air Craft 
Squadrons, Battle Fleet. The naval 
fliers made a spectacular 20-hour flight 
that began at 2:02 o’clock Monday 
afternoon and ended at 10:48 this 
morning. ” 

The huge P. N. 10- -type seaplane, in 
which Connell and Rodd, with Aviation 
Machinist Mate Comar Vincent, circled 
the '25-kilometer triangular course 101 
times, weighted at the time of take-off, 
approximately 11 tons. It carried 500 
kilograms, or 1,102.31 pounds of sand; 
1,222 gallons of gasoline, and 120 gal- 
lons of lubricating oil. Not a gallon of 
fuel was left in the tanks when the 
plane came down with a “dead stick” 
at the conclusion of the world record 
flight. 

Lieuts. Connell and Rodd smashed 
the former world record for class C-2 
seaplanes carrying 500 kilograms dead 
weight and returning to point of de- 
parture without refueling, established 
by Fritz Loose, Germany, March 29, 
1927, at Akens-Elbe, in a Junkers mono- 
plane equipped with 320 horsepower 
LV-Junkers motor.

The Woolaroc is piloted by Art. Goe- 
bel, of Hollywood, Calif., and navigated 
by Lieut. William Davis, naval air of- 
ficer, of San Diego. The Aloha is piloted 
by Martin Jensen, Honolulu’s only Dole 
entrant, and navigated by Paul Schlu- 
ter, of San Francisco, a sea captain who 
spurned a radio in lieu of his mariner’s 
instruments. 


Golden Eagle Not Seen. 


The Golden Eagle, entered in the 
race by George Hearst, publisher of the 
San Francisco Examiner, carried a ra- 
dio beacon set and instruments en- 
abling communication with passing 
Ships.

Philippines Are Described as 
“‘Prosperous and Contented” 
in Last Statement. 


GOVERNMENT INJURED 
BY POLITICAL AMBITIONS 


Insular Finances Said to Be 
Excellent and Crop Pros- 
nects Favorable. 


(Associated Press.) 

The people of the Philippine Islands 
were described as “generally prosperous 
and contented, and more than ever ap- 
preciative of American sovereignty” in 
the annual report of the late Gov. Gen. 
Leonard Wood, made public yesterday 
by the War Department. 

Drafted by the governor before he 
departed from the islands for what 


proved to be his last trip home, the re- 
port said that a “lamentable lack of 
interest” in the economic development 
of the archipelago still continued and 
that undue emphasis was being placed 
“upon the importance of mere political 
actviity largely serving immediate per- 
sonal ambitions.” 

-While Gen. Emilio Aguinaldo and a 
number of other prominent Filipinos 
support the administration openly and 
have done much to counteract policies 
of those advocating anti-Americanism, 
the report added that “certain political 
leaders continued to stir up opposi- 
tion.” 

It is said that although the “cry that 
the administration is curtailing local 
autonomy” was losing much of its 
potency, that as long as it continued 
ambitious political leaders would use 
it to promot personal and party needs. 


Politics Control Islands. 


“The year 1926 saw the effective use 
of it for perpetuation of control of 
the dominant political party and 
leader,” the report continued. “At the 
beginning of the year there was the 
so-called Supreme National Council. 
The dominant purpose of this combina- 
tion was to preserve existing political 
leadership by placing in the hands of 
those ten men the direct control of all 
political matters. It was not a move 
toward representative government and 
the building up of well balanced po- 
litical parties.” 

The late governor general said that 
insular finances were in “excellent” 
condition; that crop prospects were 
favorable with the exception of sugar; 
but that extension of education, pub- 
lic health, communications and pub- 
lic works depended upon economic 
progress. 

“Without placing an undue burden 
upon existing taxable values and 
burdening business activities,” the re- 
port said, “the present income of the 
government can not be materially in- 
creased unless larger taxable values 
are created and business» is extended 
by the encouragement of the invest- 
ment of capital, both local and out- 
side.” 


Lack of Employment 
In July Is Reported 


(Associated Press.) 


Some lack of employment was in evi- 
dence during July in the industrial 
centers of the country. The Federal 
employment service reported yesterday 
in its monthly review. A midsummer 
slackening in factory production, coin- 
ciding with “a marked decline in build- 
ing” were cited as reasons for the 
condition. 

Notwithstanding the service found 
several industrial lines in which condi- 
tions effecting employment has been 
bettered during the month. The New 
England boot and shoe industry, prev- 
iously slowed down, improved in the 
number of workers engaged during July, 
and road construction and harvest 
operation through rural regions pro- 
duced a hevay demand for workers. In

Abandoned Underseas Craft, 
Unidentified, Found in 
Pacific Ocean. 


An abandoned and unidentified sub- 
marine which has been menacing navi- 
gation in ‘‘‘e Pacific Ocean, was report- 
ed as found yesterday to the Navy De- 
partment.

INCOMING LINER BLINDED 
BY PLANE-DROPPED VEIL 


Army Uses lle de France in 
Test of New Antiaircraft 
Device for War. 


PASSENGERS GET THRILL 


New York, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—As the 
new French liner Ile de France was 
approaching New York Bay today, hun- 
dreds of passengers on the deck saw an 
airplane come roaring up to within 
shouting distance, then, to their aston- 
ishment, cut a hroseshoe about their 
vessel, leaving it arrayed in the flowing 
white veils of a June bride. 7 

An Associated Press reporter, view- 
ing the spectacle from a Paramount 
News plane, saw the huge black liner 
completely enshrouded as an Army 
bombing plane seemed to twist a huge 
rod from which fell a gleaming white 
curtain, gracefully billowing in the 
wind. After several minutes, the great 
dark hull of the liner pierced the cur- 
tain like the slash of a giant knife. 


Capt. Charles W. Walton, of Galina, 
Ill., attached to the Chemical Warfare 
Service, an observer on the bomber, 
said the passengers on the Lle de 
France had been treated to the beauti- 
ful spectacle incidental to an Army ex- 
periment to show the feasibility of 
blinding ships from attacking airplanes 
with smoke screens which would com- 
pletely baffle the vessels’ antiaircraft 
gunners. 

The experiment he pronounced a 
thorough success. 

The Martin bomber, bearing Capt. 
Walton, and piloted by Sergt. Samuel 
J. Davis, came from the Army Proving 
Ground at Aberdeen, Md., today espe- 
cially for the experiment. 

The screen, chemically described as 
of titanium tetrachloride, smelled 
faintly of chlorine. 

Capt. Walton said it was the first 
time a smoke screen had ever been laid 
down about a passenger ship. In addi- 
tion to hiding attacking planes from a 
ship’s gunners, he said such a screen 
would be valuable to the attacking 
planes as a target, and that a ship 
could be shrouded for a substantial 
length of time by continuously drop- 
ping heavier curtains.

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TWO AIRMEN SAVE LIVES 
BY PARACHUTE LEAPS 


Pilot Keeps Plane in the Air 
While Officer Leaves 
Crippled Ship. 


FLIER 1S CITED FOR FEAT 


The thrilling story of Staff Sergt. 
Paul L. Woodruff, Eighty-first Observa- 
tion Squadron, Crissy Field, Calif., 
getting out of a crippled airplane after 
enabling his officer to Jump to safety, 
was told at the War Department yester- 
day, following receipt of an official re- 
port of the accident. 

Sergt. Woodruff was piloting a DH 
plane 800 feet above Salt Lake City, 
Utah, with Lieut. C. B. Whitney, Air 
Corps reserve, aS observer, when the 
aileron control wire broke in the cock- 
pit, leaving the plane with no lateral 
control. 

For fifteen minutes Sergt. Woodruff 
kept the plane under control and 
climbed to a safe altitude for using tne 
parachute. At 2,000 feet, on signal from 
the sergeant, Lieut. Whitney jumped 
clear of the plane, and landed safely, 
but as soon as he jumped, the loss of 
his weight in the plane rear, caused it 
to “nose” immediately for the ground. 

Closing the ignition switch to avoid 
the danger of fire, Sergt. Woodruff 
managed to jump clear at 500 feet, 
his parachute opening just in time to 
break the fall. The plane in a “nose 
dive” buried itself in the ground and 
was demolished completely. 

Sergt. Woodruff was forwarded a 
letter of commendation by Maj. Gen. 
Mason M. Patrick, chief of tHe Air 
Corps, and is now eligible for mem- 
bership in the Caterpillar Club, organi- 
zation of airmen who have made safe 
parachute jumps when their planes 
were imperilled. 

This club numbers 50 living mem- 
bers, and Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, 
transatlantic flier, is the dean, having 
made four emergency jumps.

WARNS OF ACTIVITIES 
OF DEBTOR COUNTRIES 


America Must Take Heed of 
Lessons of the Past, 
He Declares. 


Washington, N. C., Aug. 16 (A.P.).— 
Peace talk is well, but it is at the same 
time well to prepare as well as to talk 
and not to stand still and talk peace 
while other nations talk peace but go) 
ahead and bulid at the same time, Rear) 
Admiral Coontz, U. 8S. N., today told | 
American Legionnaires, speaking at 
their ninth annual North Carolina 
State convention. 

Speaking on the Navy and Merchant 
Marine, Admiral Coontz declared thé 
United States must have a merchant 
marine fleet as an auxiliary to the Navy 
in time of war, and that at least 51 per 
cent of American cargoes should be 
carried in American bottoms. The na- 
tion which has an adequate peacetime 
shipping fleet which can mount guns in 
time of war, he declared, would, in the 


event every fighting vessel of every 
class were sunk, be “queen of the seas.” 

“On questions of that character, it 
seems our country is slow,” he declared. 
“At least, however, we have begun to 
wake up and I congratulate you on the 
large number of your representatives in 
Congress who voted for cruisers in the 


last session. 
Not a Matter of Politics, He Says. 


“A proper navy is not a matter of 
politics, and it was a source of glad- 
ness to see that in the House of Rep- 
resentatives last winter as many Demo- 
crats voted for the cruisers as Repub- 
licans, 

“Those of you who served in the 
world war, know what real war is. It is 
idle for us to say we want peace and no 
more war and then fail to take the 
proper precautions to insure peace by 
preparedness. 

“In 1916 our country realized the 
neglect that we had allowed in our 
naval preparedness and Congress voted 
&@ program at the request of President 
Wilson and Secretary Daniels that 
would have made us predominant. But 
before its completion, with the war 
over and great national debts over all 
countries, in 1921 President Harding 
called the Washington conference. We 
chose to give the great nations a 
chance to come to an agreement. The 
agreement was only partial. 


Cites Failure at Geneva. 


“To be successful in the endeavors of 
the United States, it was necessary 
that the agreement extend to cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines. We cer- 
tainly made a good try at further limi- 
tation at the Geneva conference and 
apparently have failed. I think the 
sentiment of our country is that our 
Navy must be second to none, and 
that we must keep it up to that place. 

“If nations as deeply in debt as cer- 
tain European nations are can afford 
‘to build up their navies surely we, the 
richest of all countries, must do the 
same for our protection and for our 
safety. Lacking bases we must per- 
force have long range cruisers to pro- 
tect our ships and our trade with neu- 
trals, whether we are in a war or other 
nations are in a war. Don’t forget 
that we are woefully short on cruisers. 

“The American naval policy, signed 
and sealed and approved by the Presi- 
dent in 1922 calls for a Navy equal to 
that of any other nation. We have 
that now to go on and it is my firm 
belief that the coming Congress and 
succeeding Congreses will proceed to 
build up to what we may call a 5-5-3 
ratio; that is, so many tons of cruisers, 
sO many tons of submarines, so many 
destroyers, so many auxiliaries and so 
many airplane carriers, as have been 
figured up by’ the general board and 
approved by the Navy Department, as 
will give us a rounded-out fleet. 


Legion Powerful, He Says. 


“I am one who saw the rise of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the 
power that organization had in direct- 
ing the policies of the Nation for 30 
years. And yet it was not until 1884, 
nearly twenty years after Appomattox 
that the G. A. R. began to become 
strong numerically. Now the American 
Legion, strong, well organized, gaining 
and representing the whole country 
and nonsectional, has immense power 
if it keeps clear of pitfalls and keeps 
its feet on the ground. 

“Each successive election sends in- 
creasing numbers of your members to 
Congress. Having traveled and having 
seen real war, you are in a position to 
know what it is and to see the necessity 
of preparation to avoid it. On the 
surface, it looks as if our Government 
were on the high road to success and 
prosperity for centuries to come, but 
so thought Greece and so thought 
Rome, and yet, by their own failure 
to realize their dangers, they allowed 
defects to creep in and destroy them. 


Warns of Lessons of the Past. 


“It is up to us to take heed by the 
lessons of the past, and so demean our- 
selves and our Government for all 
time that the United States shall be 
the most powerful among the nations. 

“We all believe we possess that part 
of the globe blessed most by Provi- 
dence; the richest and most beautiful. 
We are still young compared to coun- 
tries of the Old World and have much 
to learn. But our record of accom-. 
plishment and progress is marvelous 
as an example for all time. 

“Whether loved or envied by other 
nations, they must acknowledge that 
our form of government is so far most 
successful. Let us, legionnaires, do our 
part in carrying it on for centuries to 
come. A heritage and a civilization 
such as we have are well worth fighting 
for.” 


Lindbergh’s Health 
Reported Excellent 


New York, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh is in excellent 
health and his physical condition has 
suffered no impairment as a result of 
the strain under which he has been 
living since his transatlantic flight, it 
was anounced today by Harry F. Gug- 
genheim, president of the Guggenheim 
Fund for the Promotion of Aeronau- 


tics. 

Reports that the flier, who is on an 
air tour of the country under the aus- 
pices of the fund, was not in first-class 
physical condition were so contrary to 
advices received from the aviator and 
his aids that an investigation was or- 
dered, Guggenheim said.

French Authority Brands Sys- 
tem as Judgment by “12 
Ignorant Equals.” 


FARMERS URGED TO FISH 


Williamston, Mass., Aug. 16 (A.P.).— 
Americans choose to be judged “by 
twelve ignorant equals,” while French- 
men prefer to be judged “by three 
trained experts,” said Dr. Pierre le 
Paulee today at the Institute of Poli- 
tics. Dr. le Paulee is director of the 
Seminary of American Law at the 
University of Paris. 

He said the American jury’system was 
far inferior to the French system of se- 
lecting trained experts to sift court evi- 
dence. 


Fishing and baseball were recom- 
mended as cures for the ills of farmers 
by Harry C. Butcher, managing editor 
of the Fertilizer Review, at the insti- 
tute today. 

“If all farmers worked less,” Mr. 
Butcher said, “thought more of lower- 
ing their costs and of seeking better 
markets, took a day off each week to 
fish, and spent Saturday afternoons 
playing baseball, there would be less 
overproduction and more contentment 
on our farms. 

“As a class, farmers work harder and 
longer than any other group. Many 
work too hard for their own good.” 

Massachusetts legislation is forcing 
cotton mills from New England to the 
South where long hours and cheap 
labor can be obtafned, Prof. John A. 
Todd, of the London Cotton Exchange, 
told the institute. Bay State laws 
imiting child and female iabor are 
shifting the cotton manufacturing cen- 
ter to more propitious regions, he as- 
serted. 

Discussing the British Empire as a 
potential competitor of America in cot- 
ton production, he said that India can 
today raise cotton at a lower cost than 
any country in the world, it being only 
a question of time until she is com- 
petting with America. She has in- 
creased production 50 per cent within 
the last ten years, and he believed 
would probably increase it by as much 
again by 1937 if a stabilized price of 
18 cents could be maintained. The 
corresponding increase in consumption 
and buying power would check the 
menace of surplus production, he 
thought. 


TC-9 AIRSHIP THRILLS 
CITY BY NIGHT FLIGHT 


Army Dirigible, With Lights 
Agleam, Departs for Lang- 
ley After Exhibition. 


The Army nonrigid airship, the TC-9, 
gave Washingtton a night thrill last 
night when it flew over the city for 
several hours after voyaging here from 
its home port at Langley Field, Va. 

Thousands of residents of the city, 
attracted by the whirring of the ship’s 
propellors dashed to windows and to 
the street to catch a glimpse of the 
big bag as it floated over the Capital 
with its riding lights gleaming brightly. 

The ship came up from Langley, ar- 
riving. at Bolling Field about 4:30 
o’clock in the afternoon. It took off 
again almost immediately, and from 
then until about 8:30 o’clock flew over 
the city and its environs. It then 
landed again at Bolling Field, and 
after refueling set out for Langley 
Field. The TC-9 was under command 
of Lieut. William Flood, and, up until 
the time of departure from Washing- 
tton its night flight had been without 
untoward incident.

Dessau, Germany, Aug. 16 (A.P.).— 
At a conference between the board of 
directors of the Junkers Works and in- 
surance underwriters of the unsuccess- 
ful transatlantic hop of the Europa 
and Bremen, the Junkers Works took 
the stand that the premium of 220,000 
marks (about $50,000) paid for insur- 
ing the planes and pilots is lost inas- 
much as the transatlantic flight ac- 
tually was started. Thus far the in- 
surance companies are prepared only 
to pay for the necessary repairs to the 
Europa. ;

Demands on Major Parties 
Talked as Antisaloon 
Executives Meet. 


JUDGES’ CRITIC IS UPHELD 


Winona Lake, Ind., Aug. 16 (A.P.).— 
Prohibition planks may be demanded 
of the two major political parties next 
year by the Antisaloon League of 
America, it was indicated at today’s 
session here of the executive commit- 
tee of the league. 

Some of the dry leaders in urging 
such action pointed out that the league 
has never before demanded that the 
Republicans and the Democrats declare 
their position on prohibition at their 
national conventions. Withdrawal of 
President Coolidge has opened the pos- 
sibility of a “dark horse” candidate on 
the Republican ticket, and the league 
leaders fear such a candidate might 
not be favorable to prohibition. 

Therefore it was urged today that a 
demand be made for a dry plank in the 
platform of both the leading parties 
so that whoever is named as a candi- 
date will be bound by the convention’s 
declaration. 

If the executive committee decides 
to make a demand for a dry plank an 
open declaration as to candidates may 
be withheld at this time. 

The executive committee late today 
heard a report on the case of Dr. E. §, 
Shumaker, superintendent of the In- 
diana Antisaloon League, convicted of 
contempt by the Indiana Supreme 
Court and sentenced to 60 days on the 
State farm and unanimously passed a 
resolution expressing confidence in Dr. 
Shumaker and deploring any attempt 
to stifle free speech 

“We express the belief that it should 
be the recognized right and privilege 
of citizens to offer constructive criti- 
cism of the acts of all public servants 
and agencies of government brouglit 
into existence by the authority or vote 
of the people, and we deplore any at- 
tempt to prevent the exercise of this 
right or to stifle free speech,” the reso- 
lution concluded.

Men of Fair Trial. 


SUPREME COURT ALSO 
ASKED FOR ERROR WRIT 


Hearing Arguments for 
Doomed Radicals. 


Boston, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—Decision on 
the latest legal steps taken in behalf of 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti 
rested tonight with the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court. Four members of the 
court, sitting as the full bench, heard 
arguments today and took the matter 
under advisement, with no intimation 
as to when they would announce their 
ruling. The also had before them a new 
petition for a writ of error addressed to 
the full bench and filed by defense 
counsel at the conclusion of the argu- 
ments. Court sat in the Suffolk County 


courthouse, which was heavily guarded 
as @ precaution against possible dis- 
turbance, 

Arthur D. Hill, chief defense counsel, 
argued that prejudice on the part of 
Judge Thayer, who presided at the 
trial of Sacco and Vanzetti, had been 
clearly shown and was sufficient to war- 
wrant a writ of error and a new trial. 
Attorney General Arthur K. Reading 
took ground that no evidence of preju- 
dice sufficient to require Justice San- 
derson to issue a writ of error had been 
presented. 

In connection with defense affidavits 
telling of alleged statements made by 
Judge Thayer outside the courtroom, 
some of which asserted that the judge 
had used vile language with reference 
to Sacco and Vanzetti, Attorney Gen- 
eral Reading remarked in his brief: 

“We feel it our duty to point out 
that the Constitution of Massachu- 
setts does not guarantee that every 
judge will at every time and place 
within and without vLne courtroom re- 
frain from the use of profanity and 
vile language.” 

Justice Sanderson did not sit in the 


case. In the absence of Chief Justice 
Arthur P. Rugg, who is ill, Justice 
Henry K. Braley presided. The other 


members of the court sitting were Jus- 
tices Edward P. Pierce, James Bernard 
Carroll and William C. Wait. 

Ordinarily an argument before the 
Supreme Court is limited to about 
an hour. At the outset Attorney Hill 
said that he would ask for more time. 
Justice Braley assured him that he 
might have all the time he might think 
he needed. 

The brief filed by defense counsel, 
upon which Mr. Hill elaborated in his 
arguments, said: 

“The following fundamental ques- 
tions are before the court: 

“1. Whether, in view of the state of 
mind of Judge Thayer, as disclosed by 
the facts upon the record, the peti- 
tioners had such a trial and such con- 
sideration at subsequent proceedings as 
that to which they were entitled under 
the law and the constitutions of Massa- 
chusetts and of the United States. 

“2. Whether the question of Judge 
Thayer’s own prejudices or any other 
question in the case could legally and 
constitutionally be decided by him. 


Delay in Decision Expected. 


“3. If either or both of these ques- 
tions be determined in favor of the pe- 
titioners, whether there is any legal 
remedy available to them in the two 
cases now before the court. This in- 
cludes the question whether a writ of 
error may now be brought to reexam- 
ine the case for any error in law or in 
fact.” 

Justice Braley asked Mr. Hill in the 
course of the arguments why he had 
not originally petitioned the full bench 
for a writ of error instead of a single 
justice. Mr. Hill replied that he had 
followed what he believed to be the 
usual procedure but tht if the court 
would permit he would file a petition 
with the full bench. 

The exceptions argued were to Judge 
Thayer’s refusal to grant a new trial, 
@ revocation of sentence or a stay of 
execution’ and to Justice Sanderson’s 
denial of the writ of error. 

It was considered possible that the 
decision might not be handed down for 
several days. It was pointed out that 
there was a large volume of affidavits 
and other matter to be examined by 
the court which would require consid- 
erable time. The respite granted to 
Sacco and Vanzettl from execution ex- 
pires at midnight August 22. 

Sacco, who broke his long hunger 
strike yesterday, appeared to enjoy his 
meals at the State prison today. The 
respite from execution granted by the 
governor and council last week to 
Sacco, Vanzetti and Celestino Madeiros, 
under death sentence for another mur- 
der, expires at midnight August 22. 


Louis Post to Aid Sacco; 
Assails Secret Service 


Boston, Aug. 16 (A. P.)—Louis F. 
Post, former Assistant Secretary of 
Labor, has joined the Citizens National 
Committeee for Sacco and Vanzetti, 
the. committee announced today. 

In a telegram accepting membership, 
made public by the committee, Mr. 
Post declared: 

“I accept the invitation to join 
Citizens National Committee to secure 
American rights for Sacco and Van- 
zetti. Their persecution evidently orig- 
inated in the Department of Justice. 
It is of the utmost imporance to lay 
bare what is now concealed namely, 
the operations of Department of Jus- 
tice detectives in connection with the 
class prejudice and with the suicide or 
murder of their associate, Salsedo.” 

Post became a storm center during 
the “Red” raids of 1920, when he took 
issue with the Department of Justice. 

Salsedo was the anarchist whose 
body was found in 1920 on the side- 
walk fourteen stories beneath the Park 
Row, New York, Department of Justice 
offices, where he was being questioned 
regarding the sending of bombs through 
the mails. e€ was an intimate friend 
of Vanzetti. 


Socialist to Hold Aloof 


From Commanist Strike 


New York, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—The So- 
Clalist Party announced today that it 
would not participate in the strike call- 
ed yesterday for August 22 by the 
Workers Party (communist) in protest 
against the execution of Sacco and 
Vanzetti, set for that night. 

“Although we will not relax our ef- 
forts to win freedom for Sacco and Van- 
zetti,” said Edward Levinson, secretary 
of the Sacco-Vanzetti commitee form- 
ed by the Socialist Party and several 
trades-union, “it is altogether unlikely 
that another protest strike will be 
held.”

May Post Reward. 


Boston, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—Gov. Alvan 
T. Fuller tonight indicated that he 
would take immediate steps toward of- 
fering a reward for the capture and 
conviction of those responsible for the 
explosion which wrecked the home of 
Louis McHardy, Sacco-Vanzetti trial 
juror, in East Milton today. 

In a letter to McHardy, written after 
an interview at the Statehouse with 
Louis J. McHardy, eldest son of the 
juror, who was away at the time of the 
explosion, Gov. Fuller said: 

“T have just learned the details of the 
outrage that was perpetrated on your 
home, early this morning and I find it 
impossible to express in language my 
feelings about it. It is, of course, a 
relief to know that your wife and chil- 
dren escaped harm, but that is the 
only redeeming feature of the whole 
affair. 

“Everything that the Commonwealth 
can do to discover the persons that are 
responsible for the destruction of your 
house will be done. I shell bring be- 
fore the governor’s council at tomor- 
row’s meeting the question of author- 
izing a reward for the identification of 
those who are in any way responsible. 
Meanwhile, if I can do anything per- 
sonally to help you, please understand 
that I am entirely at your service.” 

“I believe that there is no occasion 
for you to worry over the financial loss 
which you have suffered, even though, 
as I understand from your son, you are 
probably not covered by insurance. I 
feel. certain that you will be reim- 
bursed for your property loss. 

“Every right-thinking person * * * 
must be astounded to realize that it 
was possible in our community for a 
citizen who has served as a juryman 
and who has done his duty as he saw 
it to be penalized, apparently for that 
reason alone, by having his home blown 
up and the lives of himself and his 
loved ones put in danger.” 


U. S. Cardinals Not Told 
To Act in Sacco Case 


Rome, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—That the 
American cardinals may have inter- 
vened in connection with the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case was admitted at the Vati- 
can today, following Saturday’s official 
denial that the Pope had taken such 
action. 

The cardinals, it was pointed out, 
might act in concert after consultation 
with the apostolic delegate, Archbishop 
Pietro Fumasoni-Biondi, but even if 
they had done so, it would “not be 
taking up the case on behalf of the 
Vatican.” 

It was explained that the Holy See 
is in constant touch with the Apostolic 
Delegate on all sorts of affairs affecting 
the hierarchy, but since he has not the 
standing of a diplomat in America, he 
never acts as intermediary between the 
Vatican and the United States Govern- 
ment, 

The possibility of the cardinals mak- 
ing a direct appeal to President Cool- 
idge is considered here to be highly im- 
probable,

It was said yesterday on behalf of 
the apostolic delegate here that no in- 
structions had been issued from Rome 
for American cardinals to act in the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case. Any such action 
would be on the initiative of the car-

Sacco Sympathizer Sent 
To Jail for Six Months

FREEDOM CHANCE SLIGHT 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
Rome, Aug. 16.—Assistance to enemies 
to Facism is the crime charged against 


five priests, against whose arrest, sen- 
tence and confinement the official 
Vatican organ Osservatore Romano pro- 
tests. 

These five men aided Don Miglioll, 
leader of the so-called Red wing of the 
Populist Catholic party, according to 
the newspaper Tevere today. This priest 
was charged by the Fascists with being 
responsible for arson and other crimes 
against public safety. He succeeded in 
crossing the frontier two years ago, but 
the evidence regarding the flight was 
not in the hands of the Fascist party 
until recently. 

It appears that despite the protests 


from the Vatican, the five churchmen 
will be forced to serve their sentences 
on the penal islands for their share in 
Don -Miglioli’s flight. 

This condemnation of the churchmen 
without consultation with the ecclesi- 
astical authorities may provoke a seri- 
ous crisis with the church. 

The sentences imposed on the five 
priests were as follows: 

Mgr. Protasio Gori, four years; Don 
di Caspero, three years; Don Giovanni 
Cancina and Don Giovanni Colin, two 
years; Mgr. Giaccoso Sclisiszo, one year.

Former Packing King Had 
Virtually Vanished From 
Business World. 


DEATH IN LONDON ENDED 
LONG SIEGE OF ILLNESS 


Son of Vast Industry’s Found- 
er Refused $150,000,000 
for His Holdings. 


Chicago, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—J. Ogden 
Armour, who once controlled a billion- 
dollar-a-year business, but who liqul- 


dated his holdings to such an extent 
that he had virtually vanished from 
financial and commercial fields, died 
today in London in his sixty-fourth 
year. 

Complications following a prolonged 
illness of typhoid fever resulted in the 
death of the former head of Armour & 
Co., packers, founded by his father, 
Philip D. Armour. At his bedside were 
his wife, the former Lolita Sheldon, of 
Suffield, Conn., whom he married in 
1891; his daughter Lolita, and her hus- 
band, John J. Mitchell, jr. 

Mr. Armour’s holdings had so dwin- 
dled in recent years that in 1925 the 
Federal revenue office showed his in- 
come not taxable. He at one time de- 
clined $150,000,000 for his interest in 
the packing company alone, and was 
known as the largest owner of bank 
stock in Chicago. 

His interest in men of all classes 
drew for him universal affection, and 
he seemed to delight in his friendship 
with his employes. 

‘Overcome the obstacles within and 
the obstacles without will be easily 
conquered,’ Mr.-Armour contended. 


Hiss Business Philosophy. 


“A prosperous business never ceases 
to grow and to make room for those 
who demonstrate their merit,” he once 
told his employes. “The hardest job 
any man has is to compete with him- 
self. Any Man may be outdone by him- 
self without recognizing the cause.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Mitchell were in Cali- 
fornia when her father took a turn 
for the worse while in London, and 
they left immediately. A cablegram to 
relatives here from Mrs. Mitchell 
brought the first news of her father’s 
death, announced later by Lester Ar- 
mour, a nephew. 

Mr. ‘Armour’s mother, Mrs. P. D, Ar- 
mour, died here about a month ago, 
but because of his weakened condition 
he was not told of, her death, 

Mr. Armour was conscious until 
within 40 seconds of his death, accord- 
ing to information cabled to Chicago. 

He died at 4:30 p. m., London time, 
or 10:30 a. m., Chicago time. 

Tentative arrangements were made 
by the family to start for home with 
Mr. Armour’s body next Saturday, sail- 
ing on the steamship Berengaria, due 
at New York the following Friday. 
Burial probably will be in the family 
lot in Graceland Cemetery, Chicago. 


Rise of Armour Fortune. 


Fate played its part in making and 
unmaking the Armour fortune. De- 
flation at the close of the Civil War 
aided Philip D. Armour and at the close 
of the World War gravely weakened the 
financial power of his son, J. Ogden. 

Before the end of the Civil War, in 
the spring of 1865, food was scarce, and 
in the speculative markets of the East 
mess pork sold at $40 a barrel. Philip 
Armour, then in the packing business 
in Milwaukee, went to New York and 
sold excited speculators all the pork 
they would take at $40 a barrel. They 
predicted it would go to $60 a barrel. 
Within three days the market began 
to weaken. Armour is said to have 
netted millions. - 

Fifty years later, J. Ogden Armour 
was on the other side of the market. 
In 1919 his enterprises. were expanded 
to the limit. The total output of Chi- 
cago packing plants alone was $183,- 
090,000 worth of meat and meat prod- 
ucts. Hogs in July reached the record- 
breaking price of $23.60 a hundred. 

Mr. Armour publicly expressed his 
faith that the country had entered a 
new era of high wages and high prices. 
In April he said the guardians of pros- 
perity were “courage, optimism and 
confidence.” In July he said the wel- 
fare of the country required that pro- 
duction should be stimulated. In De- 
cember meat prices had dropped 30 per 
cent. In 1920 Armour & Co. announced 
a refinancing, and 1921 the price of 
hogs dropped from 14 cents to 7 cents 
a pound. 


Barred by “Vagabonds.” 


Another concern bearing his name, 
and in which he was heavily interested, 
the Armour Grain Co., was liquidated 
this year after disclosures that some 
of its employes had misbranded grain 
sold to the now defunct Grain Market- 
ing Co., a proposed farmers’ cooperative 
organization. The Armour Grain Co. 
and other concerns were behind the co- 
operative. 

He had friends and admirers in all 
classes in Chicago, but there was one 
club which barred him. It was the 
Vagabonds Club. Mike Walsh, presi- 
dent, who said Mr. Armour envied the 
carefree life of the hobo, proposed him 
for membership, but the club refused 


ill will. 

At one time Mr. Armour built, at a 
cost of $65,000, a wall a mile long and 
17 feet high to screen off the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad from 
his Mellody Farm, near Lake Forest, 
Ill. The farm was said to have cost 
more than $5,000,000, and its upkeep 
exceeds $300,000 a year. 

The Chicago Herald and Examiner 
said that although Mr. Armour was 
once rated as the world’s second richest 
man his estate at his death was esti- 
mated at $20,000. — 

“He was a financial casualty of the 
war and he took his punishment like a 
brave soldier,” said the newspaper. 

“Events which he could not control 
engulfed him and he threw in every- 
thing he had to save himself. By tre- 
mendous sacrifices, meeting loses of be- 
tween $100,000,000 and $150,000,000 he 
protected the name of Armour. 

“By his own admission at the peak

10.0, RULES AGAINST CUT 
RATE ON GOAL TO LAKES 


Suspension Order Affects the 
Southern Roads’ Shipments 
From West Virginia. 


NO CHANGE UNTIL MARCH 


(Associated Press.) 


A suspension order issued yesterday 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion destroyed al hope for a reduction 
this season in lake cargo coal rates 
for the West Virginia, Tennessee, 
Kenutcky and Virginia mining terri- 
tory. 

The Norfolk & Western, Chesapeake 
& Ohio and Louisville & Nashville rail- 
roads, which had proposed on August 
28 to apply a 20-cent per ton reduction 
to coal originating in that territory, 
when consigned to Great Lakes ports 
for cargo purposes, were ordered to 
maintain their present schedules un- 
changed, at least until March 28. In 
the meantime the commission will in- 
stitute an investigation to determine 
whether the reduction or any part of 
re should be allowed to become effec- 

ive, 

The suspension marked another stage 
in the prolonged controversy between 
Northern and Southern bituminous coal 
operators over the Great Lakes cargo 
trade, which provides an outlet for up- 
ward of 30,000,000 tons a year. North- 
ern operators were successful in June, 
over the protest of the Southern group, 
in obtaining a 20-cent per ton reduc- 
tion in railroad rates on lake cargo 
| coal originating in Ohio and Pennsyl- 
| vania. The commission, in the same 
| decision, held the Southern railroads 
| would not be justified in cutting their 
schedules to meet this reduction, which 
became effective August 10. 

Notwithstanding this expression from 
the commission, the principal Southern 
railroads conoceftned in the lake cargo 
traffic, after conference with the mine 
operators of the Southern territory, de- 
termined to make an attempt to meet 
the Northern rate cut. Their sched- 
ules, incorporating 20-cent per ton re- 
ductions, were filed with the commis- 
sion July 28, to become effective Au- 
gust 28, and immediately thereafter 
protests and supporting petitions came 
to the commission from both branches 
of the coal industry. 

The Northern operators asserted that 
the Southern cut was aimed at remov- 
ing an advantage from the Northern 
producers and that it was a disregard 
of the commission’s findings after full 
investigation. 

The Southern mine 
clared the lake cargo trade would be 
lost for them completely by the North- 
ern rate advantage, and the Southern 
railroads concerned, although the pro- 
jected reduction would cost therg 
losses of income, upheld this conten- 
tion. 


Col. Arthur Thayer 
Dies at Fort Totten 


New York, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—Col. 
Arthur Thayer, Cavalry, United States 
Army, commanding officer of the New 
York general depot, died at the post 
hospital, Fort Totten, Long Island, to- 
day, following a brief illness of pneu- 
monia. 

Col. Thayer was born at Evansville, 
Ind., February 1, 1864, and would have 
been retired next February. He saw 
active service in the Indian campaigns, 
the Spanish-American War, Philippine 
insurrection and in France. 

He is survived by his wife, a daugh- 
ter and three sons. Interment will be 
at West Point Friday. 


THOMAS W. LOCKWOOD DIES 


Retired Business Man Was Member of 
Chevy Chase Club and a Deacon. 


Thomas W. Lockwood, retired busi- 
ness man, of Washington, died Monday 
of a cerebral hemorrhage in the Troy 
Samaritan Hospital, Troy, N. Y., accord- 
ing to information reaching here yes- 
terday. He was 70 years old. 

After retiring from business in New 
York twenty years ago, Mr. Lockwood 
came to this city. He lived at 2212 
Massachusetts avenue northwest. He 
was a member of the Chevy Chase Club, 
a deacon in the Church of the Cove- 
Nant and a member of the Sons of the 
Revolution. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Sarah M.

FARRELL ACTING HEAD 
OF STEEL CORPORATION 
Far-Flung Units of Mammoth 
Industry Will Be Stilled 

at Funeral Hour..

New York, Aug. 16 (AP.).—The| 
finacial capital of the world said a last 
farewell today to Elbert H. Gary, for 
many years one of its most important 
figures, when his body was taken by 
special train to Wheaton, Ill. where 
the steel magnate scored his early tri- 
umphs that brought him to the notice 
of J. P. Morgan and so to New York. 
The funeral train was operated as a 
special section of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Limited, preceding the passenger 
express along a cleared track. The 
body, contained in a rose-covered cas- 
ket, lay on a platform in the center of 
a club car especially decorated in gray 
drapings. In the other cars of the train 
were the widow, honorary pallbearers 
and business associates, among them 
numerous figures of prominence in the 
business world. 


Several Mentioned as Successor. 


After. New York had seen its last of 
Mr. Gary, who died yesterday, attention 
was centered on speculation concerning 
his successor as chairman of the board 
of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. It was indicated, however, that 
no selection would be made until well 
along in September, and there were 
many who believed that the post would 
be left vacant perhaps indefinitely. 

During reeent absences of Mr. Gary 
abroad and because of ill health his 
duties have been performed by James 
A. Farrell, president of the corporation, 
and it was considered probable that 
this arrangement would be contniued 
for the time being. 

Several names have been mentioned 
as possible successors to the chairman- 
ship, among them those of Mr. Farrell, 
former Gov. Nathan L. Miller, general 
counsel for the company; Myron C. 
Taylor and Percival Roberts, the latter 
two being among its directors. 


Council Members Absent. 


Mr. Taylor is abroad and Mr. Roberts 
will arive from Europe Friday. Mr. 
Morgan is also abroad. For this reason 
it has been considered posible that ap- 
pointment of a successor to Mr. Gary 
may be deferred until all three can take 
their places with the other directors for 
thorough discussion of the matter. 

The weekly meeting of the finance 
committee, the inner council of the 
Steel Corporation, was postponed today, 
indicating that no official action was 
to be taken concerning appointing a 
successor at least until after the fu- 
neral, which is to be held in Wheaton 
Thursday. 

Announcement was made that on 
that day the offices of the company will 
be closed all day and the great mills 
themselves will be stilled for five min- 
utes in tribute to the man who directed 
their operation. All of the high officials 
of the company will attend the funeral 
and see Mr. Gary laid to rest in the 
family vault beside the bodies of his 
mother and his first wife. 

All day up to the time that the spe- 
cial train left, old friends and associ- 
ates filed through the Gary home to pay 
their last respects. Among them were 
leaders in the industrial world, diplo- 
mats, perons of outstanding prominence 
in the social and financial life of the 
ycity, and in striking contrast to their 
importance was the simple tribute of a 
“white wing,” who left his broom and 
trash cart to kneel for a moment's pray- 
er at the Gary door.

'U. S.-MEXICO EXTEND 


CLAIMS COMMISSION 


Agreement Advances Period 
of Groups’ Activities 
Two Years. 


The agreemeng extending for two 
years the provisions of the general 
claims commission between the United 
States and Mexico was signed yesterday 
at the State Department by Secretary 
Kellogg and Ambassador Tellez. As 
originally drawn, the convention would 
have terminated the work of the gen- 
eral claims commission of August 30, 
1927. 

Under the agreement the commission 
is specifically denied jurisdiction over 
any claim for loss or damage filed sub- 
sequent to August 30, 1927. The exten- 
sion was agreed upon to permit suffi- 
cient time for examination and ad- 
judication of claims fled before the 
end of this month. A summary of the 
work of the commission made public 
by the State Department showed that 
of 51 American claims already heard 
and decided, awards were made in 36 
cases, aggregating $2,221,659 in favor 
of the United States. The total amount 
involved in the 51 cases of American 
claims aggregated $3,790,796. 

The commission also decided nine 
Mexican claims, in five of which awards 
were made to the Mexican claimants 
aggregating $39,000, the total of the 
nine claims amounting to $440,910. The 
largest sum involved made to American 
claimants was $1,807,531 to the Illinois 
Central Railroad Company, and the 
largest Mexican claim was $18,000 to 
Fracisco Mallen.

The day has come, 
however, when it is as easy to find champions 
of States’ rights in the Republican ranks as 
among men of the Jeffersonian persuasion. 
Declarations against the further creation of a 
Federal bureaucracy stronger than those voiced 
by many Democrats have come from the lips: of 


such men as Charles E. Hughes, President 
Coolidge, George H. Moses and James W. 
Wadsworth. 


The day has come, in fact, when the defense 
of States’ rights falls upon the shoulders of 
the men in both the' major parties who fall 
within the ‘old guard.’ The right of any unit 
smaller than the Federal Government obtains 
those whose political 
tenets are of more recent origin. The libera!s 
and progressives see in the paternalism of the 
central government the means to an end. 
Through the extension of Federal powers they 
seek to bring about reforms that are distaste- 
ful to large sections of the population, but 
which gain support in Congress because of the 
delusion that Federal power or expense is a 
thing distinct from local legislation or taxation. 
In projects of this sort the Democratic South 
appears always ready to fall in line. Tue 
present fondness for national autocracy comes 
as a strange manifestation from a party and 
a section which once went to arms in behalf of 
the opposite principle. 


PHILADELPHIA'S FIGHT. 


William S. Vare must fight not only to es- 
tablish his right to a seat in the United States 
Senate, but he is called upon to meet a chal- 
lenge in his stronghold, the City of Philadel- 
phia. The slate that he has selected for city 
offices is not to go uncontested. J. Hampton 
Moore, former representative and mayor, is to 
run as an independent candidate for the latter 
office, and Charles E. Fox, denied Vare indorse- 
ment, will seek to retain the office of district at- 
torney. Vare’s enemies evidently feel that 
the attack on two fronts may embarrass the 
Philadelphia boss and profit them. 

Political conditions in Philadelphia are un- 
like those in most big cities. There is no 
Democratic party worth the name. The Re- 
publican organization is now absolutely domi- 
nated by Vare. The machine majority nor- 
mally will total more than 200,000 votes in 
the city. Periods of protest are, however, only 
natural. Mr. Moore was elected in one such 
revolt, but the late Senator Penrose was then 

. alive and his fight with Vare split the machine 
vote and enabled Mr. Moore to win. 

There is no internal dissension in the Re- 
publican organization this year. Stalwart Vare 
supporters have been placed on the machine 
ticket. All of the resources of the political 
svsiem that Vare has built up will be behind 
the men of his selection. If it were not for 
the fact that Vare’s enemies throughout the 
State and Nation may throw what weight they 
can against him, he might well laugh at the 
ovoosition. He must, however, view the munic- 
ipal campaign seriously. The defeat of any 
member of his slate would lessen his influence 
in Pennsylvania. He needs all of his strength 
in the fight that he is to make before the 
Senate, and he will see, no doubt, that none 
of it is lost in the fight in Philadelphia. 


JOHN BULL.

Senator Borah seems to intimate that Ameri- 
cans whose property has been confiscated in 
Mexico have no more chance of recovering 
damages than those foreigners who lost brew- 
eries when prohibition was established in this 
country. Mexico, he thinks, is acting in good 
faith. If that country chooses to repudiate the 
principle of the private ownership of property, 
which is widely held to be recognized and es- 
tablished in international law, he thinks a 
juridical question arises which can be settled 
by peaceful methods. 

Who is to settle that juridical question” 
Will Mexico submit‘to arbitration the question 
whether it has a sovereign right to legislate? 
It must do so if the conflict with foreigners’ 
rights is to be settled by peaceful methods. 

Mexico, in confiscating the farms’ owned by 
Americans, turned the lands over to Mexicans 
for their enjoyment and profit.

DEFINING BUSINESS SENTIMENT. 

The United States Chamber of Commerce is 
to hold a meeting in October at West Baden 
Springs, Ind., for the purpose of defining the 
attitude of organized business toward outstand- 
ing economic problems. The national coun- 
cilors, together with committees and the board 
of directors of the chamber, will endeavor to 
bring to a focus the opinions of business execu- 
tives representing organizations of every State. 
It was for the purpose of affording to the busi- 
ness interests of the Middle West the widest 
possible opportunity to present their views on 
current economic and legislative problems that 
the Indiana resort was chosen, 

All the more important problems with which 
Congress will deal at the coming session will 
be taken up for consideration. Among them 
are flood control, agricultural relief, amend- 
ments to the Federal reserve act, the reduction 
of Federal taxes, the merchant marine, postal 
rates and ‘stimulating voting at elections.” 
This latter subject, while it might be consid- 
ered as not altogether germane to the delibera- 
tions of such a body as the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, is now seen to be of the ut- 
most importance. Such an organization may 
accomplish good work in bringing home to 
those who fail to exercise the franchise the 
prime necessity of taking part in elections if 
they expect to secure beneficial legislation. 

The United States Chamber of Commerce is a 
nonpolitical organization. Within its mem- 
bership are embraced representatives of all 
shades of political belief and of every line of 
industry. The West Baden meeting should re- 
sult in pointing out concretely to the law mak- 
.ers in the House and Senate what the business 
interests of the country expect from the men 
who make the laws. 

The gathering will be one of the largest of 
the kind ever assembled. Invitations have 
been sent to more than 1,000 national coun- 
cilors, each representing a trade association 
or commercial organization connected with the 
national chamber, besides hundreds of other 
individuals prominent in industry. 


THE FLIGHT TO HAWAII, 


Four planes are off on the race to Hawaii. 
Normal weather is predicted for the 2,400-mile 
journey, so that barring further accident the 
difficulties are not insurmountable. The risk 
attached to such a scramble as this one for a 
$35,000 prize already has been established. 
Several of the entrants were equipped with 
nothing more than recklessness to combat the 
dangers that confronted them. Stern fate and 
rigid supervision weeded out the un“t, but in 
two instances at least the price was heavy. 

The world has no lack of sympathy for those 
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reach Honolulu. The universal’ wish is that 
all will reach the goal. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, whether aviation will be the gainer in 
the flight. Financial reward and not the ad- 
vancement of science is the impelling motive 
behind those undertaking the aerial journey. 
Progress in the art of flying has arrived at its 
present point by slow stages. Years of study 
and painstaking research have preceded every 
improvement and each new achievement. Mad 
haste can not supplant slow and careful prepa- 
ration. The present flight may teach this les- 
son, but not, it is to be hoped, at a prohibitive 
cost. 


FAVORITE SONS. 
The period of clarification in Republican na- 


The confusion. cre- 


| ated by President Coolidge’s startling and un- 


expected announcement is gradually diminish- 
ing. The day of the “favorite son” is at hand; 
a clear indication of a return to normal times. 


Doubts as to the President’s intentions have 
now been swept away, except in the minds of a 
few bitter-enders who still talk of the ‘‘draft.”’ 

The politicians in the party are proceeding 
along usual lines. Selection of the ‘favorite 
son”’ ts the first step. Each State organization 
must be solidified. No better way of doing this 
has ever been discovered than to pledge the 
delegation to some outstanding man in the 
Commonwealth. A State so prepared is doubly 
armed. There is the remote possibility that 
lightning may strike in the indicated place, and 
it is always possible for a State so equipped to 
demand place and recognition. 

It is, therefore, not surprising to find the 
States putting forth the claims of their sons. 
Indiana is flirting with the name of Senator 
James. E. Watson. Gov. Fisher of Pennsyl- 
vania brings forward Secretary Mellon as 
President Coolidge’s successor. New York 
leaders are testing out the strength of James 
W. Wadsworth. Maine calls attention to Gov. 
Brewster. Missouri points to former Gov. 
Hadley. Ohio has several ‘‘favorite sons” and 
so has Illinois. Behind the “favorite son’’ 
smoke screen the grand strategy will soon be- 
gin to develop. 


COST OF BOMB INSURANCE. 


The cost to the Nation of the outbreaks ind 
demonstrations in the Sacco-Vanzetti case can 
not be estimated in detail. Much of it is 
intangible. There are, however, definite ex- 
penditures that may be traced to this cause 
and no other. The large amount of riot in- 
surance written in the last two weeks cer- 
tainly is a charge that may be placed directly 
against those who have used the decision of 
the Massachusetts authorities for the pur- 
poses of radical propaganda. 

Statistics gathered all over the United States 
in the last week show a tremendous increase 
in the demand for explosion, riot and civil 
commotion insurance. The heaviest demand 
has come from Boston, but similar protection 
has been sought generally all over the coun- 
try. The available figures indicate that poli- 
cies aggregating $1,000,000,000 already have 
been written. The amount taken in Boston 
alone totals more than $400,000,000. Public 
utilities in New York and other centers of

RADIO REGULATION, 


The Radio Commission has brought down 
the weight of its authority upon stations that 
have consistently refused .to stay within the 
air channels assigned to them. This marks 
the first time that the punitive powers, author- 
ized under the law, have been used. As a re- 
sult the constitutionality of the commission 
and its powers may be questioned, although 
other threats of legal proceedings have been 
abandoned. It is in a sense to the best inter- 
ests of the public and the broadcasters that 
the powers of the commission should be inter- 
preted by the courts. 

The commission can not be accused of a 
failure to make haste slowly. Every apparent 
effort has been made to obtain cooperation 
from the persons using the air. The policy 
of granting only temporary licenses, which is 
again to be followed, was in the beginning of 
dual value. It enabled the commission to test 
out its own actions, without undue hardship 
to the industry. The agencies putting pro- 
grams on the air have also been able to ad- 
just themselves to new conditions. Tentative 
regulations provided a period for experimen- 
tation, extremely necessary in inaugurating 
governmental control in an entirely new field. 

What the industry and the public look for- 
ward to now is the period of stabilization. At 
the end of another 60-day period, which is 
now beginning, it is hoped that the commission 
will have definitely established the practica- 
bility of the policies that it has put into prac- 
tice. The radio industry needs more than a 
month-to-month assurance of its existence in 
order to progress.

Sanctity of the Oath.

It is sacrilegious 
to make mockery of one’s oath. It is 
_the unforgivable sin of blasphemy. Un- 


less the oath involves our profoundest 
emotional intention, it were certainly 
better that we swear not at all.

TEN CENTS PER YARD 


The District Commissioners yester- 
day ordered the following sections of 
streets resurfaced with sheet asphalt: 

D street southeast, D street south- 
west and E street southwest between 
South Capitol and First streets; Ninth 
and Tenth streets northeast between 
Maryland avenue and H street; E street 
southwest between Second and Third 
streets; T street northwest between 
Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets; Sixth 
street northeast between B and C 
streets; Twenty-ninth street north- 
west between N and Q streets; Thirty- 
first street northwest between N and 
P streets; and B street northeast be- 
tween Eleventh and 
streets. 

The Commissioners also ordered ten 
cents a square yard credited to prop- 
erty owners who are to be assessed for 
laying of cement sidewalks, due to 
contractors having been charged by the 
District $2.75 a barrel instead of $2.26, 
which would accurately represent cost 
plus cost of handling and bookkeeping.

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“| MONTGOMERY DELAYS |_ 
POOL PERMIT AGAIN 


Commissioners to Investigate 
Report That Chevy Chase 
Natatorium Is Unsafe. 


Alleged defects in the swimming pool 
built at Chevy Chase Lake by the ‘Na- 
tional Capital Natatorium Corporation 
yesterday resulted in further delay in 
the issuing of a license for operation 


of the pool. The company has been 
operating a week under a temporary 
permit granted by the Montgomery 
County commissioners, and yesterday 
when it asked for a permanent permit 
the request was held over until the 
commission can investigate a report 
from the county building inspector 
that the pool is unsafe. 

The commission, after receiving the 
report from J. Fred Imirie, building in- 
spector, decided to employ an engineer 
to inspect the pool and to report back 
Tuesday, when action on the applica- 
tion will be taken. 

On behalf of the company at yester- 
day’s hearing petitions signed by 249 
citizens ,living within a mile of the 
pool were presented urging the grant- 
ing of the permit. Another petition, 
signed by 125 living farther away, also 
was presented. The commission, how- 
ever, has received several letters from 
other nearby residents opposing the 
permit. A delegation representing 
women’s organizations in the vicinity 
appeared at the hearing to urge grant- 
ing of the permit on the ground that 
it would be an asset to the county.

The debate today throughout was 


‘calm and decorous, the speeches raised 


no references to the past that could 
provoke recriminations. De _ Valera’s 
followers apparently had received orders 
to remain silent, for they neither 


cheered nor laughed throughout the 


session and the only evidence of their 
interest in the debate was the occas- 
ional gleam of a smile on De Valera’s 
face when speakers in behalf of the 
government directed shafts touching 
his party. 

Today’s upholding of the government 
was the more surprising inasmuch as 
it has been indicated that a complete 
understanding existed between Tom 
Johnson, tthe laborite leader, Red- 
mond and De Valera. The labor cab- 
inet slates that have been talked of in 
political circles, however, held on De- 
Valera names since it was understood 
that the De Valera men did not desire 
@ place. 


Cosgrave Hits ‘‘Assassins.” 


While today’s vote was close, it is 
felt in political circles that much may 
happen before the dail reassembles to 
change the attitude of the various par- 
ties. It is regarded as improbable that 
the government, meantime, will em- 
ploy the drastic powers granted it by 
the recently enacted public safety bill 
against whose provision several depu- 
ties, who today supported the govern- 
ment, protested. 

President Cosgrave’s speech today was 
one of the shortest he has ever made 
in the dail. He declared that after five 
years of his government—five strenu- 
ous years—he was “still sleeping well.” 

President Cosgrave declared that the 
dail was entitled to know the terms of 
any secret agreements reached between 
the supporters of the Laborite motion, 
and asserted that politics, not eco- 
nomics, was the basis of the motion. 
He declared that his government had 
stood for the development of the re- 
sources of the Free State and only for 
one armed force in the country, a dec- 
laration that brought cheers in which 
even the Laborites joined, while De 
Valera’s deputies remained unanimous- 
ly silent. 

The president concluded his address 
by asking in a loud voice, ““Will the as- 
sassins feel easier if this motion 
passes?” 

Capt. Redmond, who followed, plead- 
ed for national reconciliation, and de- 
clared that the government was hin- 
dering rather than helping constitu- 
tionalism. He characterized President 


keeper,” asserting that the president 
had once been engaged in revolution- 
ary activities with De Valera. 


Coalition Suggestion Cheered. 


Tom Johnson, 
who had been expected to form a gov- 
ernment to succeed that of President 
Cosgrave, asserted that the government 
had failed in its social and industrial 
program and that whatever confidence 
in it remained was decreased by the 
passage of the public safety and elec- 
toral amendment acts. 


Patrick Baxter, leader of the Farm- 
ers party, speaking in support of the 
government, urged that the best solu- 
tion was a coalition between Cosgrave 
and De Valera. This was loudly 
cheered by a‘section of the dail. 

Shortly before the motion was put 
to the dail. De Valera’s party broke 
its long silence with a brief speech 
in Gaelic by Sean T. O’Kelly. The 
majority of the dail failed to under- 
stand the speech, whose burden was 
that his party did not think that _the 
present was the occasion to express its 
views, but that it would vote for the 
nonconfidence motion.

INFANCY THE SICKLIEST PERIOD 
OF LIF 


ABIES have the maximum amount 
B of sickness. As they grow older 

they are increasingly healthy up 
to about 25 years of age. Then they 
become less healthy year by year until 
the end of man’s span of life. How- 
ever, no group of people of any age, 
not even those 80 years of age and over, 
are in such poor health as the babies 
are. 

Everybody complains that in study- 
ing the health of people in a statistical 
way it has been necessary to study 
deaths; and in writing and speaking of 
the subject the fatality rates have been 
quoted. The criticism has been well 
founded. Physicians have either had 
to talk in glittering generalities, have 
had to make bald, improbable claims, 
or else they have had to quote death 
rates. ; 


In order to get around this un- 
pleasant necessity, Mr. Sydenstricker, 
of the United States Public Health 
Service, studied the prevalence of sick- 
ness in Hagerstown, Md., for a period 
of more than two years. They tried to 
get at every illness of every degree of 
severity in every person regardless of 
age in this intelligent and cooperating 
community. A few similar studies had 
been made elsewhere. One was in 
Leipzig, Germany, and another in Man- 
chester, England. A third was made 
by the Metropolitan Life, among a 
somewhat general population, though 
one older in years than that of Hagers- 
town. Other somewhat similar studies 
of sickness have been made of indus- 
trial groups. 

This Hagerstown study differed from 
the others in that it included children 
as well as grownups, unemployed as 
well as employed. It differed from the 
usual health studies in that it in- 
cluded mild illness, almost the mildest 
illness, as well as fatal illness and all 
illness severe enough to cause the per- 
son to stay away from work for a few 
days. 

In the Hagerstown study each 1,000 
children under 5 years of age had 1,588 
illnesses in. the course of two summers 
and three winters; children 5 to 10 
years of age had 1,554 illnesses; 10 to 
15 years, 1,187 illnesses. The drop in 
the second half of that ten-year period 
was much more rapid. At 24 years of 
age the sickness rate was considerably 
lower than that of young childhood. 
Then began a slow, gradual, almost 
even rise until age 65 and over, in 
which case sickness was nearly two- 
thirds as prevalent as it was in early 


childhood. 
The sicklies year of the schoo? age 


si 


period was 5 to 6. Children of this 
age had about one-third more sickness 
than children 15 years of age. 


All illness was divided into§two great 
groups—respiratory and nonrespiratory. 
By respiratory was meant colds, coughs, 
sore throats, bronchitis, pneumonia, 
consumption and a few related dis- 
eases. By nonrespiratory was meant 
all other illness. About three-fifths 
of all the illness was respiratory. 

The children were very subject to 
respiratory diseases. This rate fell until 
age 20-25, when it was at its lowest. 
It then rose slightly until age 35, after 
which period it remained nearly sta- 
tionary for the remainder of the life 
period. The nonrespiratory sickness 
rate was at its lowest at age 15 to 20. 
After that it rose steadily until age 
65 and older. 


Children May Fly 
' For 2 Cents a Pound

2, South should lead the Queen of 
Clubs, West play the Deuce of Clubs, 
North the King of Clubs, East the Trey 
of Clubs. 


West, leads the Jack, not the fourth 
best, Diamond because the hand con- 
tains the K-J-10 combination. If the 
suit had been headec by K-J-9, the 
Five would have been the correct lead. 

Declarer can count two Diamonds, 
two Clubs and one Spade; to make 
game, he must win four Hearts, so two 
leads of Hearts from Dummy may be 
necessary. Two extra Club tricks would 
be made if the Ace of Clubs should 
fall on the first or second trick; but 
this will not happen if the adversary 
who holds the Ace has three Clubs.

Well, at that 
time I didn’t have any really helpful 
suggestions to offer, but just a few 
days ago I came across something 
which looks promising. 

“It seems that Dr. Peirson, who 1s 
the State entomologist of Maine, has 
been working successfully on the birch 
borers, and it is more than possibie 
that his theory can be extended to ap- 
ply to many other kinds. 

Dr. Peirson’s theory is based on the 
belief that certain trees attract given 
species of borers because of the flavor 
of the wood through which the larvae 
eat their way. If this flavor could 
be made distasteful, obviously the 
pests should then give up their work 
in a. hurry. 

Acting on this premise, small! holes 
2 inches deep and 4 inches apart are 


.|} drilled in the trunk of the tree some 


4 or 5 feet above the ground and filled 
with a solution of aloe—a highly bit- 
ter, nonpoisonous vegetable drug After 
filling, the holes are closed with paraf- 
fin. The solution is gradually carried 
through the tree by means of the sap 
flow and imparts its bitter taste to the 
wood. As a result; Dr. Peirson has 
found that the borers refuse to eat 
further and lose no time in making 
their way out through the bark. -

Chicago, Aug. 16 (A.P.).—Selling of 
corn in the late trading today brought 
about a sharp reaction from — rices 
in all grains on the ‘board of trade, 
with closing prices at or near the low 
point for the day at half of one cent 
down, corn being off 14% to 14 cents, 
oats unchanged to three-eighths cent 
down while provisions were 71% to 30 
cents higher. 

Bull news, especially on wheat, was 
lentiful at the outset but when some 
risk selling set in, the market fluctu- 

ated rapidly and became decidedly un- 
settled. This selling was _ credited to 
Winnipeg and offset the frost reports 
to a great extent. Failure of Winnipeg 
to get excited over the crop outlook in 
the Canadian northwest baffled the 
friends of higher prcies here. Several 
crop experts pointed out there would 
be a downward revision of 40,000,000 
bushels of wheat in Saskatchewan as 
a result of the frost of a week ago, 
while another said there was about 
one-third of the grain in the section 
oe by the frost was almost worth- 
ess. 

Buying by exporters at the seaboard 
also encouraged the bulls, but with a 
weakened technical position the mar- 
ket was easily influenced, the shar 
break in corn values toward the finish 
eradicating all the early advances. 

Corn was firm early with wheat. On 


.continued cool weather over the belt, 


free selling headed by several strong 
commission houses brought about a 
sharp reaction toward the finish. There 
was nothing outstanding in the news, 
however, to account for the pressure

POLICEMAN EXONERATED 
IN OWUOTING OF L. HALL 


Appeal From Trial Board’s 
Judgment Is Pending With 
Commissioners.

FOUR HUSBANDS INDICTED 


Policeman Benjamin R. Campbell, 
the Tenth precinct, was éxonerated 
yesterday by the grand jury on a 
charge of homicide in connection with 
the shooting of Larry Hall, 20 years old, 
of 751 Morton street northwest on 
Harewood road near the Catholic Uni- 
versity on July 10. The police trial 
board fined Campbell $100 on a charge 
of improperly using his pistol. An ap- 
peal from the judgment of the trial 
board is now pending with the District 
Commissioners. 

Campbell was riding in the sidecar of 
a motorcycle driven by Policeman Will- 
iam S. Buchanan when he sighted an 
automobile driven by Hall at 3 o’clock 
in the morning. The automobile was 
speeding and the policeman gave chase. 
Commands to the occupants of the car 
to halt went unheeded and Campbell 
fired. Hall was shot in the back of the 
The automobile crashed into a 
fence. Francis I. Davis and Everett 
White were. in the car with Hall and 
they were stunned with fright. It 
afterward developed that the auto- 
mobile had been stolen. 

District Attorney Peyton Gordon be- 
gan a study of the case after a cor- 
oner’s jury had exonerated Campbell. 
Senator Edwards, of New Jersey, then 
threatened a Congressional investiga- 
tion of the alleged carelessness on the 
part of the members of the police force 
in the use of weapons. 

It has been nine years since a grand 

jury consented to indict a policeman 
on a charge of manslaughter in a case 
similar to the Campbell case: Even 
then the indictment failed to stand up 
in court as a petit jury found the 
policeman not quilty. No one around 
the courthouse expected the grand jury 
to do anything else but exonerate 
Campbell. 
_ Four husbands . were 
charges of nonsupport. Ten persons 
were indicted on charges of grand 
larceny. The names of all persons in- 
dicted and the charges against them 
will be found in the daily legal record 
of The Post.

Pope Is Said to View 
U.S. as World Leader 


The Rev. Edmund A. Walsh, presidént 
of the Catholic Near East Welfare Asso- 
ciation, yesterday denied that Pope Pius 
XI held anything but the deepest ap- 
preciation of the high idealism and 
charitable leadership of America.

MAN IN HENDERSON 
CASE ASKS RELEASE 


Grock, Sentenced in Shooting 
of Former Senator, Says 
He Is Sane. 


Charles A. Grock, 70 years old, who 
was sentenced March 5, 1922, to ten. 


years in prison for the shooting of 
former Senator Charles B. Henderson, 
of Nevada, at the Senate Office Build- 
ing, sued out a writ of habeas corpus 
yesterday in the District Supreme Court 
to obtain his release from St. Eliza- 
beths Hospital, where he was sent from 
the Leavenworth penitentiary. 

The petition for the write, filed by 
Attorney Charles E. Early, does not 
state when Grock was committed to the 
hospital, nor does it state that his 
prison term has expired: Senator Hen- 
derson was shot March 5, 1921, the day 
after his term expired. Grock visited 
his office that day and became involved 
in an argument with Henderson con- 
cerning a land deal in Nevada. Hender- 
son was shot in the arm. Grock declares 
he is now and always has been sane. His 
detention at St. Elizabeths Hospital is 
illegal, he alleges, and he should be re- 
leased. 

His actions at his trial in February of 
1922 were peculiar. He discharged his 
attorney and argued his own motion 
for a new trial. His daughter, Miss Nel- 
lie Grock, an attorney, sat with him 
during the argument. Grock accused 
Chief Justice McCoy, who was then 
about to tmpose sentence, of being 
against him because Henderson once 
tried to get a bill through Congress in- 
creasing the salaries of the Federal 
judges. The bill failed and the chief

WAIT OF ERROR AGAINST 
DRY RAIDERS 1 DENIED 


Police and Agents Had No 
Liquor Warrant, W. E. Swen- 
son’s Counsel Holds. 


DEFENDANT IS FINED $500 


Prohibition agents and policemen 
who worked with them apparently have 
the right to resort to subterfuge to 
make cases, according to the action of 
the Court of Appeals yesterday in re- 
fusing a writ of error to the Police 
Court in the case of William E. Swen- 
son. 


Swenson attempted to persuade the 
Appellate Court to review the action 
of Judge McMahon, of the Police Court, 
who imposed a fine of $500 on Swen- 
son on a charge of possessing liquor in 
his apartment on S street northwest 
between Nineteenth and Twentieth 
streets which was raided by Lieut. 
Ogden T. Davis and Sergt. James D. 
McQuade on October 1, 1923. 

Attorneys O’Shea and Burnett, coun- 
sel for Swenson, contended that the 
case should be reviewed because Pro- 
hibition Agent W. D. Amos trailed 
Davis and McQuade into the apart- 
ment without having either a search 
warrant for liquor or a warranf of 
arrest on a charge of violating the 
liquor laws. Davis and McQuade had 
a larceny warrant for Swenson, but the 
warrant was not served and later was 
quashed. In other words, entrance was 
gained to Swenson’s apartment to ar- 
rest him on a larceny charge and he 
was later arrested on a liquor charge, 
according to his petition for review. 

The prohibition law requires an 
agent or a policeman authorized to ar- 
rest liquor law violators to procure a 
search warrant based on an affidavit 
which alleges a sale before liquor 
charges can be preferred or any arrests 
made, according to Swenson’s counsel. 
The record before the Appellate Court 
did not show that that was done. Amos 
entered Swenson’s apartment as a pri- 
vate citizen because he was not equip- 
ped with the proper warrants, it was 
contended. Hence, the conviction 
should be set aside, counsel contended. 
But the Appellate Court merely used 
the words, *“‘Writ denied.” 


Bids for Park Walls 
Open on September 7 


Bids. for construction of three en- 
trances and boundary walls along the 
east, south and west sides of Meridian 
Hill Park, will be opened September 7 
in the office of Public Buildings and 
Public Parks.

000, Announced at Rapid 
City Recently. 


DISTRICT HEADS ASKED

Supplemental Statement Must 
Accompany Request for 
Increase in Fund. 


The Bureau of the Budget has cut 
the District’s apportionment of the 
total appropriations to be recommended 
to Congress to $38,804,780, instead of 
$39,500,000, as announced at Rapid 
Oity, S. Dak.,,a few days ago. The 
Commissioners sent estimates for the 
next fiscal year to the bureau totaling 
$41,997,000. 

This was learned yesterday when the 
Commissioners received the following 
letter from the bureau, signed by Brig. 
Gen. H. M. Lord, its director: 

“I have the honor to advise you thai 
the President has allocated to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia $38,804,780 as a ten- 
tative maximum amount of the total! 
of your estimates for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1929. This amount in- 
cludes all items which are appropriated 
for in the District of Columbia appro- 
priation act and $2,780,000 for perma- 
nent and indefinite appropriations 


Should Not Exceed Figure. 


“Your regular estimates for the fisca! 
year, 1929, to be submitted on or be- 
fore September 15, 1927, and prepared # 
in accordance with the instructions of 
July 15, 1927, should not, therefore, 
exceed in their total the amount above 
stated. 

“If your estimates thus prepared do 
not in your Opinion meet the absolute- 
ly necessary requirements of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, they will be accom- 
panied by a supplemental statement 
showing the additional amount which 
you believe will be required, allocated 
to proper appropriation titles and set- 
ting forth the necessity therefor. In 
stating the necessity for such increase 
it is requested that you indicate the 
consequences which would result from 
failure to secure the additional amount 
that you recommend.”
